• Open dawn to dusk each day

• Open approximately April to October 
(weather dependent)

• Gardeners provide their own 
equipment (hoses, tools, seeds, soil 
amendments, etc)

• City provides framed beds, raised 
beds, several hose bibs

• Pesticide-free

• Community Areas
